W. Campbell to develop it and ex- 
plain it. Until he did so, the 
farmers of the semiarid land 
barely eked out an existence: now 
they go to directors’ meetings in 
some sections in autos, 

Dry farmiog is a method to keep. 
the moisture in the ground. In the 
semiarid sections in the droughty years, 
the sun sucks the water out of the 
soil, waving the vegetalion to wither, 

Mr, Campbell preaches to’ the farm- 
érs, “Put a cistern under your wheat 
field by packing the ground and keep- 
ing the moisture in,’ 

hhis sounds very simple for a great 
discovery, but it has taken many years 
to find when and how to do it. Mr. 

bell finally invented a machine 
which p paring by pressure the soil at the 
the furrows, making the strip 
between each furrow as solid as cement.
